He was greeted enthusiastically by the 
Jarge crowd of vacationers who had 
waited in the hotel lobby and on the 
lake shore with some concern when 
the president failed to put in an ap- 
pearance until long after he was sched- 
uled to return. 

But if the crowd, which had strain- 
ed eyes for a half hour at two white 
specks appearing in the distance about 
an hour after Mr. Coolidge was due. 
was somewhat alarmed when the pres- 
ident failed to return on time, Mr. 
Coolidge seemed not to notice the late- 
ness and was smiling when he entered 
the hotel and walked to his room for 
a greatly delayed dinner. 

There was a feeling of some concern 
as the dinner hour passed and no sight 
of the president’s party could be gain- 
ed from the hotel shore. Mrs. Cool- 
idge, who had waited for a while in 
the lobby, returned to her suite.

In 1870 Colonel Howell married

fifty years of married life together. 
At the time of his marriage Colonel 


Howell was engaged in the wholesale | 


grocery business, and he and his broth- 
er, William H. Howell, were partners 
in a very prosperous concern known as 
the Howell Groeery company. Colonel 
Howell was a very active and success- 
ful business man at this period, and 
the opportunity being presented he 
bought a controlling interest in The 
Atlanta Constitution. Becoming much 
interested in this venture, Colonel 
Howell gave up other business inter- 
ests and devoted his ability as presi- 
dent of the company to making The 
Constitution what it has ever been 
since that davy—a paying enterprise 
and a leading factor in southern jour- 
nalism. With his brother, Captain 
Yvan P. Howell, as managing editor, 
William H. Hemphill fs business man- 
ager, and N. P. T. Finch as associate 
editor, there were brought to the staff 
Joel Chandler Harris, Henry Grady 
and Frank L. Stanton, whose names 
became household words not alone in 
Georgia, but throughout the literary 
world. When, however, differences 
arose between his associates and him- 
self in the management of the paper 
and the policies to be pursued, Colonel 
Howell resigned as president of. the 
company, sold his interest in The Con- 
stitution to his brother, and interested 
himself in staging a come-back for. the 
almost bankrupt Atlanta ice factory

The recent earthquake in Palestine 
practically wrecked the ancient town 
of Nablus, the center of Arab opposi- 
tion against the Jewish colonization 
and immigration work. Nablus is also 
the habitation of the. sect of the 
Samaritans, people’ who consider the 
Jews heretics who have strayed away 
from the precepts of Moses. When 
the news of the ruinotion of Nablus 
reached Jerusalem and the Jewish 
colonies not far away, ambulances 
and trucks with food and clothing 
immediately teft far the stricken area. 
The Arabs accepted this aid grace- 
fully, Jewish doctors cared for their 
wounded and Jewish volunteers res- 


cued dozens of men and women from 
the crumbled dwellings. Sometimes 
the Zionists are taxed with devoting 
tov much energy to medical work in 
the pioneer country. Its value was 
once more established. Medical work 
has practically wiped out trachoma 
among the Arabs and it has effective- 
ly combated malaria.

hem to murder we will raise our voice just once more in strenuous ob- 
jection to 18-hole matches in the .national amateur tournament 
against any matches at all, for that matter. : 


The slaughter and near-slaughter which attended the ef- 
forts of America’s best golfers at Minikahda Wednesday should 
be proof enough that 18 holes of match play golf is no fair test 
of a man’s superiority or-inferiority. 


The examples of Robert Tyre Jones and George von, Elm are en- 
tirely typical of the falla:y of this system. George went out of the tour- 
namént before a man who is most certainly not as good a golfer as the 
Pacific coast star. over any distance at all. And the great Robert Tyre 
nearly fell before the mateh play+of Maurice McCarthy, Georgetown 
college boy, who. may be a great golfer some day, but who at present 
ranks fairly well’)down among college players of the United States. Mc- 
Carthy had nothing to lose by defeat and naturally he “shot the works.” 


It is admitted that if the American amateur were played 
at 72 holes medal piay it would be necessary for the committee 
to put Bob Jones i. one tournament and the rest of the boys 
in another one, but that fact should not influence the U. S. G. 
A. in moving to correct the match-play evil. Thirty-six holes 
is a better test than the shorter route, but if the tournament 
were,played at medal there would be no question at all regard- 
ing the superior ability of the winner. 


Naturally, such a matter is largely guess work, but we venture to 
predict that the match scheduled for today betWeen Bob Jones and Har- 
rison Johnston will be the feature match of the tournament, and we fur- 
ther venture that the medal of this round will not be as good as might 
be expected from the medalist and the second place winner. 


Why? Because Bob Jones was forced to exert some of 
the well-known pressure in his initial match and had no easy 
sailing in the afternoon ride and may have some trouble step- 
ing on the gas again today.

All of this gain has been 
lost in the past 13 weeks with the 
aggregate for the year to date now 
»,000 below this time last year. 


Merger possibilities have been a fac- 
tor in this year’s remarkable leader- 
ship of railroad shares. A more sub- 
stantial factor, however, has been in 
creased earnings of the railroads mak- 
ing for stability of existing dividends 
and promising initial or increased 
dividends. The trend of gross earn- 
ings has continued upward, last year's 
total being twice that of 1916, which 
was the pre-war high record. Net 
income since 1916, however, from 
which first interest on bonds and 
then dividends is paid, has not fol- 
lowed th» steady increase in gross. 
For 1916 with the operating ratio at 
65.50 there was a new high record

000. For 1920, however, the last year 
of government war-time operation of 
the “railroads. the operating ratio was 

2 per cent of gross, leaving net 
operating income of only $17,226,000 
against the $1,040,000,000 for 1916. 
Since 1920 with gross continuing up- 
ward there has been a steady decrease 
in the operating ratio.,. making possi- 
ble for 1926 a new high record for 
all time in net operating income at 
$1,250,000,000. 

Earnings Decline. 


For the first half of 1927 something 
has happened to check the upward 
movement in both gross and net, which 
has been going on sinee 1920. The de- 
tailed statement at hand just given 
out at Washington shows for the half- 
rear gross earnings of $3,022,000.000 
a decrease of 4 per cent compared with 
the corresponding period of 1926 with 
the operating ratio at 76.30 agains!

000, a decrease of $22,987, 000 or 4.6 
per cent. ‘This trend in both gross 
and net for the first six months of the 
vear explains why sa much interest 
is being shown in the _ forthcoming 
July earnings statement.

SOUTH’S COTTON GINS 
WORTH $200,000,000 


Washington, August 24. —(P)—Cot- 
ton ginning. plants in the United 
States represent an investment prob- 
ably in excess of .$200,000;000, the 
department of agriculture estimates 
after a study of practices and costs 
of the cotton gin operation. - It cost 
cotta growers approximately $100,- 

000,000, or about $6 a bale, for gin- 
ning and wrapping the 1925 crop. 
Ginning facilities are now available 
sufficient. to gin the entire crop in 
30 -days. 

The. cotton- -ginning. business, with 
large gin plants, has been developed 
to a-greater extent in the southwest 
than in some other sections of the 
country, the department says. Each 
active ginfiing plant turned out a 
yearly average of 642 bales of cotton 
from 1914 to 1925, inclusive, whereas 
each active plant in Texas ‘averaged 
963 bales. 

In a study of north-central Texas 
it was found that plants with a yvol- 
ume of 1,000 to 1.500 bales had an 
average cost of $6.97 a bale in. 1924- 
1925. whereas plants handling from 
3.000 to 3,500 bales averaged $4.58. 
An average total profit of, 8.68 per 
eent of the capital invested, in addi- 
tion to an allowance ‘of 6 per cent for 
interest on investment, was made by 
53 plants. Eleven plants out of 66 
failed to make a 6 per cent return on 
capital.
